Wood guilty 
of murder, 
other counts

After 10 hours of deliberation a 4th 
District Court jury found Lance Con- 
way Wood guilty on all counts Satur- 
day in the murder of Gordon Ray 
Church. . 

Wood will be sentenced Wednes- 
day morning and could receive the 
death penalty. 

Wood has been on trial for two 
weeks on charges of Ist degree mur- 
der, aggravated sexual assault and 
aggravated kidnapping. 

In closing statements, state attor- 
ney Carvel Harward said there is over- 
whelming evidence Wood and 
Michael Anthony Archuleta, already 
convicted in the murder, both partici- 
pated in the killing of Church. 

Wood went into the mountains the 
night of the murder with the intention 
of committing a criminal act, Harward 
said. 

He said the multiple wounds on the 
victim’s body and multiple weapons 
used indicate there were two perpe- 
trators. 

Wood lied to authorities, Harward 
said. He said Wood lied because “the 
truth would have incriminated him.” 
Wood said he lied to avoid being 
charged with a murder he wasn’t in- 
volved in. 

Defense attorney Marcus Taylor 
told the jury not to rely solely on the 
evidence presented. “Samples of dirt 
don’t speak, pieces of steel. don’t 
speak and pieces of clothing don’t 
speak,” Taylor said. “You have seen 
the crime scenes not through other 
witnesses but through Wood’s eyes,” 
he said. 

Taylor told jurors that even if they 
disregard all of Wood’s testimony, the 
hard evidence shows Wood is inno- 
cent. 


“Four of our men finished in the top 
seven — no one’s ever been able to do 
that at nationals before.” 

Stevenson said four of BYU’s 
skiers beat former U.S. Ski Team 
member Andreas Rickenbach. “That 
speaks highly of how well our kids 
skied.” Wold finished second, Erik 
Petersen third, Joel Davidowski sixth 
and Hans Gunleiksrud finished in sev- 
enth place. Petersen and Wold were 
named lst Team All-Americans. 
Davidowski and Gunleiksrud were 
named 2nd Team All-Americans. 

Petersen received the gold medal 
for the alpine combined scores. 
Stevenson said this was the third time 
in the-last four years a male BYU 
skier won the alpine combined gold 
medal. 

The College of Idaho took first 
place and Western States College was 
second. “Our cumulative times for 
both the giant slalom and the slalom 
were 649.88 and the College of 
Idaho’s were 652.37. We actually beat 
them in time,” Stevenson said. 


White House 
may consider 
budget plan

WASHINGTON — The Bush ad- 
ministration said Monday there’s 
“room to talk” about a far-reaching 
budget plan by Democrat Rep. Dan 
Rostenkowski that calls for higher 
taxes and a one-year Social Security 
freeze. 

However, White House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwater said the president’s 
decision to consider the radical pro- 
posal by the chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee doesn’t 
mean he’s abandoning his oft-stated 
opposition to new taxes or Social Se- 
curity changes. 

“We don’t want to pour too much 
cold water on a plan we may want to 
swim around in for a while,” Fitzwa- 
ter said. 

Senate Minority Leader Bob Dole, 
R-Kan., called Rostenkowski’s pro- 
posal a “good step” and said its across- 
the-board spending freeze “makes a 
great deal of sense.” 

“His proposal could be the wake-up 
call we’ve been waiting for,” Dole said 
in a statement. “We'll see who: an- 
swers it.” 

On Capitol Hill, Rostenkowski 
spokesman Jim Jaffe welcomed the 
plan’s unexpectedly warm — and ap- 
parently orchestrated — reception 
from the administration and Dole. 

“Let’s do it,” he said. 

Still, Rostenkowksi’s proposal, un- 
veiled over the weekend, has gener- 
ated little support from his own 
party. 

House Speaker Thomas S. Foley, 
D-Wash., called Rostenkowski’s plan 
“a very interesting suggestion” but 
questioned its chances of approval un- 
less the White House supports it. 

“I don’t see a way we can effec- 
tively pass tax legislation raising 
taxes without the approval of the 
president,” Foley told a reporter. 
“That remains a problem.” 

Rostenkowski proposed chopping 
the federal deficit through a combina- 
tion of spending cuts; an increase in 
the maximum income tax rate from 28 
percent to 33 percent; higher taxes on 
gasoline, liquor and cigarettes; and a 
one-year freeze in most federal 
spending programs including Social 
Security, 

The goal is to reduce the annual 
budget deficit by 1994. It would do 
away with the Gramm-Rudman 
deficit-reduction law and its gradu- 
ated steps for balancing the budget. 

“We think there’s some room to 
talk,” Fitzwater said. “It weaves a 
new pattern that needs to be consid- 
ered at least.”

North says Poindexter tore up document 


WASHINGTON — Former White House aide Oliver North conceded 
Monday that he witnessed John Poindexter “tear ... in two” a politically 
embarrassing presidential document that approved U.S. involvement in a 
shipment of Hawk missiles to Iran. 

Poindexter, President Reagan’s national security adviser in 1986, is ac- 
cused of concealing the U.S. role in the Hawks shipment on the same day he 
destroyed the document. It depicts the transaction with Iran as a straight 
arms-for-hostages deal. 

The government says Poindexter destroyed the document hours after 
telling Congress he had known nothing of the November 1985 Hawks ship- 
ment until more than a month after it occurred. He also is accused of obstruct- 
ing Congress and making false statements in connection with his commenis to 
lawmakers. 

North testified that Poindexter discussed a “cover story” that concealed 
details of a U.S.-Iran arms shipment the day before he was questioned about it 
by lawmakers. 

He reluctantly conceded that his former boss saw the false chronology 
prepared by the White House to answer queries about the Iran-Contra affair. 

The chronology prepared in November 1986 falsely said that the U.S. 
government was not involved in the sale a year earlier of the Hawk missiles. 

Revealing the shipment would also have led to the disclosure of the presi- 
dential document authorizing the CIA to sell the Hawks to Iran. 


Utah Board of Pardons to get new director 


SALT LAKE CITY — Gov. Norm Bangerter has appointed the executive 
director of the state Board of Pardons to sit on the board as a member. 

Donald E. Blanchard, 48, replaces Paul Boyden, who resigned from the 
board earlier this year. He will complete Boyden’s unexpired term, which 
ends in March 1991. Blanchard’s appointment is contingent upon Senate 
confirmation. 

Blanchard has been the director of the three-member board since Septem- 
ber 1989, and in that capacity was involved in policy development and execu- 
tion, staff supervision, and coordination with other agencies. He also served 
as legislative liaison. 

Before that, he was regional administrator of the Department of Correc- 
tions in Provo. Blanchard is a graduate of BYU, where he obtained a master’s 
degree in criminal justice administration in 1978. 

Francine Giani, Bangerter’s press secretary, said Blanchard will be re- 
placed as executive director by Michael Sibbett, the former executive vice 
Waay of the Utah Cattlemen’s Association. 


eavy fog causes chain-reaction pileup 


GREEN BAY, Wis. — Dozens of cars and trucks piled up and burned ina 
chain-reaction collision on a downtown freeway bridge in fog so thick it cut 
visibility to zero. Three people were killed, authorities said. 

“It was just horrible, terrible. To hear the brakes squeal, the gas tanks 
explode, to hear the people screaming,” said Harry Suppanz, 35, of Sturgeon 
Bay, a passenger in a truck that crashed and burned. 

At least 30 people were injured and taken to hospitals. 

Police Lt. Roy Johnson described the situation as “total chaos” after the 
crash on the northbound lanes of the Interstate 48 bridge over the Fox River. 

He said visibility was “just about down to zero” when the accident occurred 
shortly before 7 a.m. Authorities said 45 vehicles were involved. 

By afternoon, investigators were still trying to determine the sequence of 
events that started the pileup, said Police Inspector Jim Taylor. 


Bus shootings prompt $25,000 reward 


A Greyhound bus in Connecticut was hit by sniper fire Monday, and the 
chairman of the strike-crippled bus line offered a $25,000 reward for informa- 
tion about a weekend shooting in Florida that injured eight passengers. 

“We will not bend or move because of intimidation and violence,” Grey- 
hound Chairman Fred G. Currey insisted, before boarding a Greyhound bus 
from Jacksonville to Orlando, Fla. 

No one was injured in the Connecticut shooting, which occurred on Inter- 
state 84 shortly before 11 a.m., as a New York-to-Boston Greyhound bus 
headed into Hartford with 19 passengers. Passengers reported hearing a 
small pop that some thought was a blown tire. 

Police recovered a bullet from the baggage compartment on the driver’s 
side and were trying to determine the caliber and type of gun used, said state 
police spokesman Adam Berluti. 

The Amalgamated Council of Greyhound Local Unions disavowed responsi- 
bility for the Florida shooting. 


LDS. church expects growth to skyrocket _ 


; WASHINGTON — The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints} 
expects to see unparalleled growth in the 1990s, thanks to the demise of 
decades-old religious repression in Eastern European countries now throwing 
off communist rule. 

Richard G. Scott, of the Utah-based Church’s Council of the Twelve Apos- 
tles, predicts the number of Latter-day Saints will double to 14 million in the 
coming decade — and triple to 21 million by 2005. 

Further, Scott said during a weekend address to the Brigham Young 
University Management Society in Washington, the Church expects to see its 
force of full-time missionaries nearly triple to 90,000 by the year 2000. 

Scott said the unprecedented growth will bring challenges as the church 
adjusts to new cultures and works in regions where conflict and danger exist. 

He said an example of the growth is the establishment of 27 new missions by 
July, including Church outposts in Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Poland.

The BYU men’s volleyball team 
added two more losses to its season as 
they were downed by UCLA and UC- 
Irvine in straight games this week- 
end. 

The Cougars were defeated by the 
UCLA Bruins 15-9, 15-10, 15-8 on 
Friday and then by the Irvine 
Anteaters, 15-11, 15-12, 15-9, on Sat- 
urday to bring their record to 3-9. 

“This is kind of a down turn for us,” 
said team spokesman, Jeff Ruffolo. 
“We've lost six straight matches 
now,” he said. 

Ruffolo said, “One strong point is 
that the match against UCLA was 
much closer.” The Bruins beat the 
Cougars 15-8, 15-2, 15-10, less than a 
month ago in Provo. 

“UCLA’s offense was _unstop- 
pable,” said Ruffolo. Outside hitter 
Mike Garcia had the lowest hitting 
average for the Bruins at .286. UCLA 
hit .531 as a team to BYU’s .248 for 
the match. 

BYU’s Gunnar Lindstoel led all 
players with 31 kills but he also led 
with 10 errors for a hitting percent- 
age of .362. 

BYU led at times during the first 
game but middle blocker Dan Dahl, 
who played with an injured shoulder 
and a sprained ankle, was taken out 
with BYU leading 7-6. “They 
(UCLA) got the next six points and 
took a 12-7 lead before we could re- 
group,” said Ruffolo. BYU caught up 
at 12-9 but UCLA took the next three 
points for the win. 

In the second game, BYU took a3-0 
lead and the Bruins called timeout be- 
fore tying the game at 4-4. BYU coach 
Carl McGown called a timeout when 
the Bruins went up 12-6, and then 
BYU scored four straight points to 
make it 12-10. That’s as close as BYU 
could get as UCLA finished the game 
at 15-10. 

BYU outside hitter Scott Waddell 
went in for Rod Cortez at the setting 
position in game two. “The setting 
position is showing some weakness,” 
said Ruffolo. 

The Cougars went up 3-1 in the 


played their entire second team and 
took an 11-5 lead. With Chris Rushing 
serving, BYU brought the score back 
to 12-8 before UCLA captured the 
match. 

“We didn’t win but we held our own 
against these guys,” said Ruffolo. 
“It’s like the Miami Heat playing 
against the Los Angeles Lakers night 
after night.” 

Saturday the Cougars headed to 
UC-Irvine to take on the last-place 
Anteaters who sported an 0-10 record 
in conference play. 

“We were a road-tired team that 

played against a hungry Irvine team. 
We played well against UCLA and 
figured Irvine would be easy since we 
overpowered them in the preseason,” 
said Ruffolo. “We figured we’d clean 
up.” 
The score was tied six times in the 
first game. At 10-10, BYU started 
making “stupid errors” said Ruffolo. 
BYU managed one more point as the 
Anteaters took the first game. 

The Cougars took a 7-2 lead in the 
second game. “We were overpower- 
ing in the beginning of game two,” 
said Ruffolo. Irvine took a timeout 
and scored five straight points to tie 
the game. The game was tied at 12-12 
and then Irvine scored the next three 
points for the win. 

“It was very frustrating,” said Ruf- 
folo. 

Irvine jumped out to a 10-2 lead in 
the third game. Ross Burningham, 
Scott Waddell, Chris Rushing and 
Colin House came off the bench for 
the Cougars. The Cougars brought it 
to 13-9 on a “spectacular” solo block, 
said Ruffolo. 

A controversial call hurt the Cou- 
gars in the third game. 

“They (Irvine) served deep and the 
ball was a good foot outside the line 
and the referee called an ace,” said 
Ruffolo. 

“The team (BYU) exploded. They 
couldn’t believe it.” 

Ruffolo said the call sucked the mo- 
mentum away from BYU.

Francom said the Utah disabled ski 
team was organized by the Park City 
Handicap Sports Association. Fran- 
com is also the ski team captain. 

. Most of the skiers recruit sponsors 
to help pay for equipment and costs, 
Francom said. 

Stevens, who is confined to a 
wheelchair, said Paul Scowgard 
helped design ski equipment as his 
senior project in mechanical engi- 
neering. 

“The equipment is really expen- 
sive, so rather than digging up money 
to get equipment, I got together with 
the engineering department,” 
Stevens said. 

Stevens and Scowgard worked to- 
gether to design a monoski — a chair 
mounted on one ski, Stevens said. He 
said he uses outriggers — shorter 
poles with miniskis on the ends — to 
maneuver.

Utah food stamp users 
increase greatly in 80s

Utah’s recent drought is partly re- 
sponsible for the state having the na- 
tion’s second largest increase in the 
percentage of households receiving 
food stamps, said a spokesman for the 
U.S. Department of the Agriculture. 

Craig Foreman of the USDA said 
the drought has hurt a proportion of 
people who work in agriculture, caus- 
ing them to turn to the government 
for assistance. 

According to a report published by 
the Public Voice for Food and Health 
Policy, Utah had a 37.5 percent in- 
crease of food stamp recipients be- 
tween 1980-87, the second largest in- 
crease in the nation. 

Gene Hoffling of the Utah Depart- 
ment of Social Services said the in- 
creases are more accurately reflected 
in the number of households assisted 
by the food stamp program. 

The report said Utah food stamp 
recipients have increased by 45.3 per- 
cent, a figure second to an 81.1 per- 
cent increase in Wyoming. 
“Foreman said Utah has such a large 


percentage increase because it has a 
relatively few number of people. If 
the state gains several thousand peo- 
ple on its food stamp roster, it trans- 
lates to a huge percentage increase, 
he said. 

Clyde Nuzman of the UDSS said 
the increase can be attributed to the 
above-average family size of four peo- 
ple per family in Utah. 

Gene Hoffling, policy and planning 
administrator for UDSS, said the in- 
crease in the number of food stamp 
recipients could also be a result of 
Utah’s poor economy. 

“TI would suspect 1980 was about 
the time things started to look down 
mie the national recession,” Hoffling 
said. 

He said in addition to the recession 
at the beginning of the decade, the 
closings of Geneva Steel and Ken- 
necott Copper added to Utah’s poor 
economy. : 

Increases in the number of food 
stamp recipients in the state could be 
related to the downturn in economic 
activity in Utah, Hoffling said. Ac- 
cording to the Utah Foundation, 
Utah has the lowest. per capita income 
in the mountain states area.
